England, which’ always faced 
couragoously her economic pro- 
»bloms, had brought the pound 
atorling practically to par with 
gold. In Switzorland, Sweden 
and tho Notherlands. tho samo 
conditions oxistod, and there was 
an awakoning sentimont within 
tho countries of Murope that ao 
singlo standard of money or ox- 
chango, and stability ofcurroncy, 
wore not only necessary for tho 
maintenance of Govornmenut 
finanoes, but ‘were absolutoly 
nocossary for tho  oncour- 
agoment of industry, trado 
and commorce. Ho looked forward 
“with hope to the day whon thera 
would be a froo gold markot in 
England and in all Europe.

MR. CHAM BERLAIN'S 
SPEECH. 
London, Fob, 1. 

In tho courso of his spesoh at 
Birmingham last night, Mr. 
Auston Chamberlain surveyed tho 
turopean outlook. Ho said tho 
old Kuropo had passed in tho 
fires of tho Groat War, and tho 
now Europo had yet to bo built 
on foundations that might givo 
poace and security to tho nations 
of the Old World. In somo 
stages of the ‘progress from tho 
now to tho old, Amorica had 
playod on important and vital 
part, but Europo must work out 
its own polvation and would find 
support olsewhore just as it 
showed its own spirit of solf- 
rolianco. 

Mr. Chamberlain said it had 
boon suggested fn some quarters 
that his visits to Paris and Rome 
bad boon made for tho purpose of 
constructing oe front against this 
or that Party. Nothing was 
furthor from his thoughts. His 
task wos to ollay all differonces 
aud bittarnoss. But ofd diffor- 
ences could not bo ollayod: by 
forgotling old friondships, avd tho 
first thing ho bad ondeavoured to 
do was to renew and confirm tho 
close undorstanding and cordial 
rolations which had. oxistod 
botwoon Britain and hor Allios. 
Franco had neod ofa guarantoo 
against a ropotition of the injuries 
which sho bad reesived in rooent 
yoare, and until abe recoil ved such 
soourity, wo would not have 
allayod hor foars or taken the 
first stop necossary.

Thoocaso in quostion was 
hoard bofore Sir William Roos 
Davios and a spocial jury ovor o 
yearago whon tho Tai Wo Com- 

_ pany suad the Bank for $72,000 
monoy lent and obtsined judg- 
mont. 


Mr, Eldon Pottor,; K.C., re 
prosonted the Bank and Mr. F.C. 
Jonkin appeared on behalf of tho 

_ ‘Tai Wo Company. 


Mr. Potter, commoncing his 
- application, ‘sald that tho claim 
» for monoy lent was tho usual ono 
whore a dopositor sucd ao Bank 
for monoy roccived by thom 
as bankers. The Bank's dofonce 
was that tho aum wos drawn out 
- by: moans of two cheques dated 
Ootobor 25th and 27th, 1922. Tho 
first was for $35,000 ‘and the 
pooond for $97,000, and the Bank 
dn thoir plondings said that thoy 
woro tho choques of tho Tai 
Wo Company. In tho roply 
which was filed, the plaintiff 
Company alleged that tho oho- 
ques woro wrongfully mado and 
that if thoy had beon dobited, 
thoy had boon wrongfully dabited. 
They dovlarcd that both tho 
signature of Lau Szo-yuon ond 
the chop of the Company had 
beon forged. « 


Tho Tal Wo Company's office, 
was situate on the first floor of 
19, Eastorn Stroot and thoy wero 
describod as merchants, though 
tho Bank could provo that thoir 
businoss absolutely nil.
